DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1.81(c). No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 
Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in 
the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). Note, on page 7, section 0019 of the specification applicant mentions Figure 
1-A. On Figure 1 applicant makes mention to Figure 1-A. Examiner was only 
presented with Figure 1-A. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: please delete 
the sections "Cross-reference To Related Applications," "Statement Regarding 
Federally Sponsored Research or Development," and "Reference to Sequence Listing," 
Tables, or Compact Disk Appendix."

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: please put 
brackets around each section number, ex. [0001]. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 7, 
section 0019 of the specification applicant mentions Figure 1-(1-7). Please change to 
Figure 1- step (1-7). 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: there should only 
be one period and it is suppose to be at the end of the paragraph(s). Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claiml is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Note, Examiner is unsure what applicant is trying to claim. An 
example of how the claim could be written: "A surveillance camera apparatus 
comprising: a camera to capture images; an audio source to pick up sound; a 
transceiver connected to the camera and audio source; sending video and audio 
collected by the camera and audio source through the transceiver to a data warehouse." 
Remember, the limitations in the claim must be supported in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hentz et al. 
(US Pat Appl# 2005/0091110). 

Regarding claim 1, Hentz's information and security audio and video 
transmission reception system teaches an internal cavity surveillance system (Fig. 1 
and 2) that supports and commends real-time two-way audio/visual in areas as 
facilitating contact between individuals and third party individuals, place, thing or other 
systems not onboard (Sections 0004, 0009, 0014, and 0025); in addition, the internal 
cavity surveillance system is applied to the concept of the possible "total connectivity" of 
everything and everybody; "Total connection" can be defined as "virtual" communication 
in real-time (Sections 0004, 0009, 0014, and 0025); and the ability to capture, store, 
organize, and utilize this data for future usage (Sections 0004, 0009, 0014, and 0025). 

1 0. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.

Szolyga discloses an apparatus and method for recording data. Monroe discloses a 
comprehensive multi-media surveillance and response system for aircraft, operations 
centers, airports and other commercial transports, centers and terminals. Fry discloses 
a narrow bandwidth, high resolution video surveillance system and frequency hopped 
spread spectrum transmission method.
